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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Specifically, 
Stroebel is only used to show that it is known to use a sensor to indicate when smoothing should take place to select/use the rate 
smoothing and not to provide a limit in a pacing rate increase or decrease. The System Guide "selects'Vactivates/uses the previously 
programmed percentage to control the largest increase and decrease allowed in the pacing rate when the intrinsic or sensor rate is 
increasing/decreasing (see page 6-29 of the System Guide). Although the percentage is set, the pacer still "selects" the previously set 
percentage value to use as the value to control the pacing rate. Stroebel was provided to show that it is known to activate rate smoothing 
when a sensor indicates rate smoothing should take place. In addition, Stroebel does not specifically state that rate increase smoothing 
should not be used or should be avoided, but that the sudden rate increase does not "appear" to require smoothing. Therefore Stroebel 
does not teach against rate increase smoothing and leaves the door open to that possibility. 

Finally, it is noted that the System Guide selects when to smooth the pacing rate increase. As stated on page 6-46, "the Rate Smoothing 
Up parameter controls the largest increase allowed in the pacing rate when the intrinsic or sensor rate is increasing" and therefore 
inherently must have some type of detector, whether it is a rate smoothing calculator or processor, to apply the rate smoothing. As seen 
on pages 6-47 and 6-48, if a ventricular event is not detected in the window, the system smooths the rate, either up or down, based on the 
state of the ventricular event in the window. It is noted that the claims state that the rate smoothing is started based on EITHER the 
cardiac signal or sensor signal.. 
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
